An inquiry we held at the Magistraey 


thin morning, by Me HW 1, Gomperts 


and w jury consistiog of Moxkry HA, Lam 
mert (foroman), A. Beyd and 1, 8, Jame 
yon, concerning the death ef a Chinaman 
named Choung Kam Tesi, whieh occurred 
at the Naval Yard Hatension on Angant 31.

Dr Hunter, Axsistant Superintendent of 
the Government Civil Hospital, st sted that- 
ho held a post morten exnmination on the 
hody of the decunsed and found that death 
had been caused by 0 fracture to thy skull, 
The whole of the skull was Hattened as if 
wotne very heavy weight bud fallen on it. 

here ware a few bruises on the bady but 
no bones brokon, —T' aries to the 
deconsed’a heal would have brought donth 
about almost inst ntuncourly. 

R. Bonnett, forman employed at the 
Naval Yard, said that he witnossed the 
accident in which the deceased was 
killed. A gang of Chinese wore at the 
time moving a pile driving machine. 
Ho was sume little dietance away whon he 
suw the trolly, on which the pile-drivor 


was boing ehifted, run off the rails and fall j. 


right over, breaking one of the timbers 
underneath, The boiler wax about ten 
four high and fell on its side but did not 
reach the ground owing to its striking some 
frame-work, Witness did not knew at the 
time thnt tho decensed had been burt. Ho 
considered that the accident was cuuned by 
the careleyness of the Chinese in not 
chucking the trolly before it came to 
the ond of the Hine, The No. 1 boy,
